Mr. As- 
cjuith and Mr. Lloyd-George of the Lib- 
erals, Bonar Law and Mr. Balfour of 
the Unionists and Mr. Henderson of 
the labor pnrty were present. 


It is many years since a British ruler 


assembled the representatives of the 
different factions face to face when 
they hud shown themselves unable to 
settle their differences. 
But uo such 


serious crisis has arisen before to re- 
quire such action by the king. 


The king gave an audience to Mr. 


Bonar Law, who declined to undertake 
the formation of a new ministry, and 
then to Mr. Lloyd-George, who accept- 
or! the responsibility, as everyone an- 
ticipated he would if the opportunity 
came to him.

While, packers and produce men 


were inclined to hold the boycott re- 
sponsible for the drop in prices, the big 
shiit came with the opening of the fed- 
eral grand jury's Investigation of food 
prices. 


That the packers and warehousemen 


and produce men are "unloading" 
hoarded supplies of foodstuffs became 
known immediately after a conference 
betweeen Arthur Meeker, vice president 
of Armour & Co., and United States 
District Attorney Charles F. Clyne.

FARM: AUTO OWNERS NEED 


ANTI-FKEEZE SOLUTIONS 


"What kind of anti-freeze mixture 


shall I use en my automobi'Je radia- 
tor?" 


This questinn. among farmers is 


fast taking r.he place of the old time- 
honored one, "Where can I got a 
warm blanket for my horse." 


That one of the best anti-freexe 


mixtures for use in this manner con- 
sists of denatured alcohol and watt;r 
mixed half and half, which will with- 
stand temperatures not exceeding 32 
degrees below zero, Is the opinion of 
Frank M. White, department of agri- 
cultural engineering, University of 
Wisconsin. 


As the alcohol boils at much lower 


temperature than water, users should 
not be alarmed if the mixture heats 
up quick'ly during the operation of 
the engine. It is likely that the mix- 
ture will need to be replenished once 
at least during the winter, using per- 
haps a seventy per cent solution, liy 
lire aid of the hydrometer, which can 
be bought for fifty cents, the exact, 
amount necessary can be determined. 


Other points to consider in using 


anti-froeze solutions are: 


The solutions used should not pro- 


duce any h a r m f u l effect to the engine 
parts or leave a deposit on the cylin- 
der walls. 


Be careful about using calcium 


chloride for this purpose, as it con- 
tains an element which injures metal. 
Have it tested first with litmus paper. 


Glycerine will prevent evaporation, 


but it has the disadvantages of be- 
ing expensive, and slightly harmful 
to rubber hose connections. 


Wood alcohol will prevent freez- 


ing, a fifteen per cent solution with- 
standing temperatures of 5 below 
xero, and a seventeen per cent so Hi 
tion as low as fifteen degrees minus 


Avoid the use of most patent prep 


aratiojis for tho sake of economy, ai 
the same ingredients which they con 
tain can be bought and mixed a 
homo just as well, and at less cost.

Kate from Tuberculosis 


Last year in Wisconsin at least 


one life was saved every twenty-one 
hours by the organized educational 
fight against tuberculosis which has 
resulted in the cutting down of the 
death rate from this disease from 
110.3 per 100,000 in 1909, the first 
year of the Wisconsin Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association's activity, to 93.4 
m 1915. 


Had the 1909 death rate prevailed 


in 1915, there would have 
been 


2,12H deaths from tuberculosis in the 
year instead of 2,310. The reduction 
of HIP death rate meant a saving of 
11S lives in a year. These facts are 
graphically set forth in a folder 


I bearing the question, "What is Life 
'Worth to You?" issued by the state 
association, asking the support of the 
public for the association work thru 
the purchase of Rod Cross Christmas 
Seals. The need for this support and 
for continued effort along the lines 
which has resulted so definitely in 
he saving of human life, is em- 
phasized by the following' facts: 


Even with the reduced death rate 


.six persons die of tuberculosis in 
Wisconsin every day in the year, one 
death every four hours. 


In 1915 there were 192 deaths 


each month, 44 deaths each week. 


In 1909 the death rate from tu- 


berculosis was marching steadily up- 
ward. Since 1909 it has been going 
-toadily downward, in spite of the 
fact that there is annually a more 
complete and accurate registration 
of deaths from tuberculosis and that 
many deaths are now recorded which 
a lev.- years ago would have been

diagnosis.

FACTS ABOUT RYE 


The tendency in the last few years 


toward the spread of rye culture in 
the United States led the department 
of agriculture to issue a treatise on 
the subject, which has just been pub- 
lished and is being distributed to 
farmers asking for it. 


The United States last year pro- 


duced its record crop of rye, harvest- 
ing 49,000,000 bushels. 


American production is only 3 per 


cent of the world's production. 


The department experts point out 


that there are many excellent rea- 
sons for growing rye on the farm, 
even though in most localities it is 
less profitable as a grain crop than 
wheat. 
Rye is hardier and can 


therefore be grown as a winter grain 
in cold, exposed places. 


It will do well on sandy, poor or 


acid land and may be sown later 
than wheat. It is attacked by fewer 
insects and diseases tian wheat, pro- 
duces a valuable straw, requires less 
fertilizer and being earlier is better 
as a forage crop.—Farmers Dispatch.

American production is only 3 per 


cent of the, world's production. 


The department experts point out 


t h a t there are many excellent rea- 
5,nns for growing, rye on the farm, 
even though in most localities it is 
lews' profitable as a grain crop than 
wheat. 
Rye is hardier 
and 
can 


therefore be grown as a winter grain 
in cold, exposed places. 


It will do well on sandy, poor or 


acid land and may be sown later 
l h a n wheat. 
It is attacked by fewer 


insects and diseases tkan wheat, pro- 
duces a valuable straw, requires less 
fertilizer and being earlier is better 
as a forage crop.—Farmers Dispatch.

hardest days lighting, though It did not 
last long, as we went Into camp about 
t :"0, but we had our packs oil and all the 
tices in Texas caught on them and con- 
spired to hold us back. The water soften- 
ed our feet and soaked and bunched our 
socks, causing our feet to burn and many 
to blister.

When we had our camp pitched and liad 


loafed around a bit, Col. Eva got orders to 
move us to another position. 
Thla was 


about 4 30, and a few of the company 
had gone to Brow nsville on leave for a 
s([iiiire meal. We moved our camp about 
a mile and pitched it again. It was here 
that we heard that the war wab ended 
and had the final confirmation that the 
Third Minnesota and Third Indiana were 
(o leave following the review next morn- 
ing for Llano Grande, and that we were 
to be transported back In trucks.

I']\a also had the major of each batalllon 
rend the order officially ordering us home 
as soon as transportation could lie pro- 
vided hy the southern department of war. 
Tills wns joyful news to all of us. 


We had good weather for the hike; no 


nun nor any real hot (lays, but It was 
rather chilly at night and early morning.

and vvnter is very scarce. Also on other 
pnrts of our trip our only water was from

so while we controlled our desire to drink 
all Me wanted In the morning, we would be 
out of liicl- nud could not get any In the 
nfternoon. The matter of food was differ- 
ent 
We had poor bacou, fried potatoes, 


eoflee and hard tack for breakfast; for 
lunch we 
had 
two corned 
beef 
sand- 


wiches made ironi hard tack; 
supper, 


beans, corned beef, potatoes and hard tack. 
Our cook AMIS not used to cooking in tile 
open, so did nothing to make the stuff 
any more appetizing. 


Some ot the fellows were bothered with 


sole feet and a couple of cases of malaria 
developed during the hike. Our company 
held a good average; T\e had only three 
men less at the finish than 
when 
we 


started. These were sent back to hospi- 
tal at Llano Grande or to Hurllngton or 
Brownsville, by order of the major doc- 
tor. 
Some finished on one cylinder in- 


stead of two, and I was among this ganfj. 
The first day out I developed u swelling 
on the cord between the ankle and heel. I 
thought It was a charley-horse from too 
much walking and that it would go away. 
It dldnt, and on the finish of the second 
dn> I was pretty lame. One of the hospi- 
tal sergeants put a bandage brace on and 
the swelling gradually went down. That 
i\as Hie only trouble I had. My feet stood 
up fine, no blisters at all and nothing else 
the matter. 
One of the fellows, Charley 


Kelly, had two bad ankle blisters, one on 
each foot, and falling arches, and kept 
right on going and finished with the rest 
of us. altho he limped pretty badly. 


The review at Resaca dc la Plata was 


some pretty sight. 
There were 
30,000 


troops, the greatest number In review at 
one time wliile at peace since Lincoln. All 
lined tip aeross a plain, each regiment in 
"company front." 
There were Infantry, 


avalry, artillery, 
hospital corps signal 


corps, motorcycle platoons and all branch- 
es of the land forces excepting coast ar- 
tillery and aerial corps. All were to pass 
in review before General Parker of the 
United States army. 
Troops were there 


from the regular army, Indiana, North 
Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
Illinois, Iowa, Washington, Virginia, Lou- 
isiana and other 
commonwealths. 
Our 


Company A of Duluth, Third Minnesota 
Infantry, was the largest Individual com- 
pany on the field. We marched past Gen. 
Parker with every gun trained straight, 
back, every gun stock in a line and every 
motion in unison. I don't know how we 
looked, but I know that Gen. Parker 
smiled approval and so did Gen. Besche, 


the crowd applauded and cheered and the 
fellows who were near the reviewing stand 
said tbey heard one of Gen. Parker's stuff 
remark to another, "Look at that line. 
that's some line." It was some line and we 
held it for more than a block while coming 
down the field and we went off the field 
at double time with tbe line still straight 
This may sound like boosting, but I dou'i 
mean it that nay. 
It was to be our last

mixtures for use in this manner con 
sists of denatured alcohol and watt 
mixed half and half, which will with 
stand temperatures not exceeding 3 
degrees below zero, is the opinion o 
Frank M. White, department of agri 
cultural engineering, University o 
Wisconsin. 


As the alcohol boils at much lovre 


temperature than water, users shouli 
not be alarmed if the mixture heat 
up quick'ly during the operation o 
the eugine. It is likely that the mix 
ture will need to be replenished our 
at least during the winter, using per 
haps a seventy per cent solution. li> 
the aid of the hydrometer, which ea: 
be bought for fifty cents, the exac 
amount necessary can be determined

The solutions used should not pro 


duce any harmful effect to the engin 
parts or leave a deposit ou the cylin 
iler walls. 


Be careful about using calciun 


chloride for this purpose, as it con 
tains an element which injures metal 
Have it tested tirst with litmus paper 


Glycerine will prevent evaporation 


but it has the disadvantages of be 
lug expensive, and slightly h.irmtu 
to rubber hose connections. 


Wood alcohol will prevent freez 


ing, a fifteen per cent solution with- 
standing temperatures of 5 below 
zero, and a seventeen per cent solu 
tion as low as fifteen degrees minus 


Avoid the use of most patent prep 


atations for the sake of economy, ai- 
the same ingredients which they con 
tain can be bought and mixed a 
home just as well, and at less cost.

Invita- 
tions have brought out the countryside, whose 
social position deserves the courtesy. 
The "great 


house" Is decorated with all the evergreens of the 
season. Bright fires are burning and the servants 
are on hand to wait on the "wite fokes." 


The night, is u starry one, and a rime of frost 


• has settled over the landscape. Outside there is a 


rumble of vehicles over the slightly frozen road 
leading to the house, buggies, carriages, perhaps a 
four-mule wagon, with its gay crowd of young' 
people, the black Jehu guiding his team and com- 
ing in a rapid trot. There may be one or two au- 
tomobiles.

The big front door ip thrown open, a blaze of 


genial light welcomes the incoming guests, who 
shake hands with, the host and hostess standing 
within the portals. Upstairs go the "gyrls" to the 
"ladies' room," while the gentlemen go to the room 
assigned them. All is bustle and happy prepara- 
tion for the coming dance. 


Nine o'clock chimes from .the timepiece on' the 


parlor mantel. 
The lively bevy of maidens are

"Turkey" in the Straw." 


There is a graceful, sweep of skirts across the 


well-waxed floor, a clasp of hands as the couples 
fall in place. The scraping o'f violins to the tune 
of "Turkey in the Straw," and the head flddler 
calls "fohwud fo'." . One dance follows another 
with short 'intermission, until .^tipper is announced 
at 12 o'clock. Then the musicians play, a march 
for the couples as they make their way to-the 
big dining room. 


Around the lengthened 'mahogany 
table 
is 


spread a feast lit for the gods. Cold turkey, tur- 
key salad, pickled oysters, cold ham, celery,- 
olives, beaten biscuit, thin wafers, fruits, cake and' 
black'coffee. At 1:30.dancing is.resumed. There 


have been quip and jest around the hospitable 
hoard. Love affairs begun, and harmless jealousy 
can be easily discerned. The "lancers" is the next 
figure. A couple steals off after the set is over, a 
secluded lounge in the hall offers «pporUinity foi- 
l-he "sweet nothings," or-maybe true love called 
forth by the propitious time and place. 


The negro servants stand around the hall door 


nnd watch with fascinated gaze the many couples 
as they go through the dances. Happiness fairly 
gleams on their dark faces. 


The night is waning, already the roosters have 


crowed for "three o'clock." From now on until "do 
brek er day" the dancing keeps up, and when the 
first red streak appears on the horizon the violins 
play "Home, Sweet Home." It seems uiat the fid- 
dlers fairly excel themselves as 'they draw their 
bows for this, the last wnltz. The dancers swing 
to the steady rhythm of [the music. 
The music 


ceases. The dunce is over and one more old-time 
Virginia Christmas gathering Is a memory. The host 
and hostess speed the parting guests, and pres- 
ently the "great house" Is quiet. 


The Customs Inherited. 


The Customs Inherited from English ancestors 


will never be forgotten in this section of "Ole 
Virginny," where the plantation owner was a very 
king, where the smaller farmers had their own 
peculiar pleasures, ami where even the negroes 
(following the example of "de wite fokcs") have 
always made merry in the Yuletide season, fol- 
lowing the time-honored customs which have ex- 
isted so long that like the common law, "the mem- 


• ory of man runneth not Jo the contrary." 


Changes have taken place In this favored sec- 


tion, many of the oldest families have sold their 
ancestral homes and moved to the cities. The 
numerous well-known estates have passed into the 
hands of wealthy persons from the North and 
West, but in spite of changes, the spirit of Christ- 
mas animates the natives of all classes and .Is 
caught by the "strangers within the gates," for 
the Northern and Western folks that have settled 
and made their homes with us in nearly every 
case enter into the social life of the communities 
in which they reside, and during the holiday sea- 
son join hands with the natives—all'in humor for 
the week of frolicking.
